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REMARKS 



Applicant's election requires the examination of Claims 1-18. However, 
Applicant believes that an examination of all of the claims would not impose an undue 
burden on the Examiner. Furthermore, Applicant disagrees with Examiner's assertion 
that there are no generic claims. Of the claims 1-18 that have been elected, claim 1 is a 
generic claim because it reads on all three species. 

Applicant therefore respectfully requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the 
election requirements.
